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THE REPUBLICAN SBNATORS. 


How the Chairmauships of Committees Wiil be Dis- 
tributed. 


Wasnineton, December 7.—The republican 
senatorial committee appointed to arrange 
the committees of the senate will give the 
chairmanship of the committee on foreign 
relations to Senator Miller, of California, and 
the committee on postoffices and postroads 
to Senator Hill, of Colorado. The chair- 
manships of these committees were held last 
congress by Senator Windom and Senator 
Ferry, of Michigan. and are the only impor- 
tant vacancies to be filled. Mr. Hill has 
been chairman of the committee on mines 
and mining, which position will be made 
vacant by his acceptance of the new 
committee. Senator Bowen is spoken of 
for the chairmanship of the mines and 
mining. No change will be made in the 
chairmanship of the tinance committee. In 
1881, when Mr, Sherman entered the senate 
as the successor of ex-President Garfield, Mr. 
Morrill, of Veamont,wasa member of the com- 
mittee on reorganization of committees. He 
was also chairman of the senate finance com- 
mitiee when the chairmanship of that com- 
mittee was up for consideration. Mr. Morrill 
asked that Sherman be given the position, 
saying that he was a prominent man, and had 
given much consideration to the questions 
that would necessarily be brought up for dis- 
cussion. The cummittee on reorganization 
refused unanimousiy to comply with the re- 
quest of the senator from Vermont, and re- 
tained him at the head of the committee 
with which he had been connected.

“I professed to be religious when in the 
prison, and had promised to lead a reformed 
life when I got out. The Christian ladies 
made me promise to go to a home which they 
had provided for me when my time was up, 
but 1 would not live with such a class of hyp- 
ocrites as I found these women to be. When 
I gotout the next duy, I secretly went to 
Wilwaukee, and there made arrangements 
to goto my home in Baltimore. My brother 
in Baltimore has promised me a home, 
and says he will support me if 

lead a quiet and honest, 
life. I have concluded that is the 
best thing for me to do. I was to be in Balti- 
more last Monday. A delegation of my old 
friends were at the depot there in carriages to 
escort me tomy home. I am giad that I am 
to be among true friends. I will start to mor- 
row morning at 8 o’clock.”’

A FUNDING FRAUD, 


Hew Fleming and Loring Used the Malle to Secure a 
Million. 

Cuicaco, December 7,—John Fleming and 
Frank L. Loring, prosecuted under the fed- 
eral statutes for their participation in what 
have become known as the fund frauds, and 
whose trial has been in progress during the 
last two weeks before Judge Blodgett in the 
United States district court, were found guilty 
this afternoon on all counts of the indici- 
ment. The firm known as Fleming & Mer 
riam, advertised to do a commision business 
on the Chicago board of trade, and induced a 
great many people in the United States and 
Canada to invest in the “fund,” and it 
is estimated that they collected 
in this way to exceed 1 000,000 
dollars, which they pretended to be using in 
the form of speculation on the board of trade, 
sending to the subscribers from time to time 
large dividends on their investments, The 
federal authorities exposed the fraud, and 
Fleming fled to Canada, but was recently ar- 
rested in Bismarck, Dakota. Merriam, of the 
firm, issupposed to bea myth. Loring was 
proven to have had an activeconnection with 
the firm. The indictments are for the fraud- 
ulent use of the mails and for obtaining 
money under false pretenses.

THE FALLING SNOW, 


A Sterm in Colorado Which is Without Parallel for 
Intensity. 

Denver, Col., December 7.—A heavy snow 
and wind storm commenced in this section 
about noon Wednesday, which in its disas- 
trous effects is without parallel in the history 
of Colorado.

AN ITALIAN FEUD, 

Romer, December 7.—Duygring a wrangle yes- 
terday between Signors Micotera and Lovito, 
Nicotero said he insulted Loyito ‘because 
Lovito’s chief, Premies Depretis, who is also 
minister of foreign affairs, was protected by 
his age. Despite the efforts of friends to pre- 
vent it, Nicotera and Lovito to-day foughta 
duel with swords.

Both 
combatants were wounded, Nicotera being 
injured in the right wrist. The seconds then 
endeavored to stop further fighting when sud- 
denly Signor Lovito rushed forward and seiz 
ed Signor Nicotera‘’s sabre, cutting his own 
left hand and inflicting with the same weapon 
a terrible wound upon Nicotera’s head. Nico- 
tera died almost instantly. Other duels aris- 
ing from the affairare expected to occur 
among the friends of both parties. 

THE ANARCHISTS DISPERSING. 

Paris, December 7.—Crowds of people who 
gathered in frontof the bourse are dispersi:g, 
and the demonstration proposed by the an- 
archists has completely collapsed. The dis- 
play of force by the authorities was such as 
to discourage violence of any sort. 

THE BELGIAN FIGHT. 

sSRUSSELS, December 6.—The firemen con- 
tinue to play upon the ruins of the burned 
portion of the palace of the legislative cham- 
bers, Nearly all the documents connected 
with the foundation of Belgian independence, 
including the original constitutional charter, 
were destroyed. The famous library, contain- 
ing many rare books and important docu- 
ments was also destroyed. The archives of 
the foreign office were saved. The money 
loss is placed at 12,000,000 francs. 

VESSELS CHARTERED FOR TONQUIN, 

Paris, December 7.—The government has 
chartered the steamer Ville Demetz to take to 
Tonquin twenty-nine officers and a cargo of 

rar material. Admiral Peyren: minister of 
marine, has receiveda telegram from Admiral 
Meyer, commander of the French fleet in 
China, dated Hong Kong, December 6, in 
which the latter says that Admiral Courbet’s 
preparation in Tonquin were on November 26 
far advanced toward completion. All his 
steam launches were ready to support his op- 
erations by movements on canals near Hanoi, 
Bachninh and Sontay.

YOUNG NUTT’SICHANCE. 


The Fallare to Empane) a Jury at Home—A Ohange of 
Veaue. 

PittsspuRG, December 7.—The feeling 
aroused in the minds of the people of Union- 
town by the famous Dukes-Nutt tragedies 
was fshown in a remarkable manner when 
James Nutt was arraigned for the murder of 
Nicholas Lyman Dukes. Ofa panel of eighty 
jurors seventy-seven had formed opinions so 
decided as to unfit them for jury duty. Three 
were sworn, but with reluctance, and the 
court finally ordered achange of venue to 
Allegheny county. Senator Voorhees pres- 
ence was instantly known from one 
end of che town to the other, and as he passed 


up the main street his tall form was scanned | 


by curiouseyes. At9 o'clock the court bell 
sounded. The ringing had not finished before 
the majority of the male residentsof the 
town had gathered in the neighborhood. A 
few minutes later they crowded into the 
building. Among the first spectators to gain 
admittance was Asbury Struble, the step- 
father of Dukes. Heis a plain looking old 
farmer, and, as he took a prominent seat, 
seemed ill at ease on account of the attention 
he attracted. 
PRISONER AND MOTHER. 

One of the brown doors in the side of the 
court-room opened, and Sheriff Hoover, es- 
corting James Nutt and his mother, entered. 
Everybody raised on tiptoe to catch a good 
view of the young man whose name has 
been Known from ocean to ocean. His head, 
well-shaped and with clean-shaved face, sat 
upen a pair of shoulders that stooped slight- 
ly. The whole figure was that of an ordinary 
young man who had enjoyed plenty of 
healthful exercise, and whose frame had not 
beén impaired by imprisonment. He 
walked erectly and smiled _pleasant- 
lv, as he shook hands with 
his counsel. Mrs. Nutt’s diminutive form 
seems to have grown smaller since the night 
last June when her oldest son was taken from 
her home and incarcerated in jail for attempt- 
ing to right the grievance which Dukes bad 
inflicted upon his family and which the court 
had not remedied. She was dressed in black, 
with a heavy crape veil entirely covering her 
face. For a few minutes after they were 
seated. she -wept quietly; but after that be- 
came compened and itstened intently to 
every word that was said. Her brother, Mr. 
Wells, sat near the mother and son. The 
first move made in the trial was made by Mr. 
Piayiord, who secured permission for the 
vis ing attorneys to take part in what was to 
follow.: Then Prothonotary Searight arose, 
and, in asolemn tone, ordered Young Nutt 
to standup. The arraignment that followed 
seemed unusually impressive. Nutt, with 
uplifted hand, gazed steadily at the officer of 
the ljawand silence reigned complete, save 
for the sound of the prothonotary’s voice as 
he read the ‘indictment. When the latter 
demanded to know the plea of the prisoner, 
young Nutt threw back his tead slightly and 
in @ firm voice said, ‘‘Not guiity.’’ In the 
same tome he repeated the usual formula, 
wis2ing to be tried by God and his country,

He asserts that so far he 
has had but forty dollars of the money, and 
describes the coin so accurately that it corres- 
ponds with’ Mr. Askew’s loss. As O’Shieids 
told the story, the other three men were com- 
pletely paralyzed, but they all ve- 
hemently denied it. Today the “ofticers 
will visit the place where the money is secre- 
ted for the purpose of recovering it if it has 
not been spirited away. The officers attach 
great importance to the confession and be- 
heve that they have the right men, 

O'Shields is a young fellow and is rather 
smalk Hisname is Albert Sidney Johnson 
O'Shields and he has twice been in the peni- 
tentiary, according to his own statement.

He was also once 
pardoned out-of the penitentiary in North 
Carolina where he was sent up for ten years 
for horse stealing. 

Wm. Tripp is an Atlanta boy. He has 
been a railroader for years and such has been 
his character that his friends are loth to be- 
lieve the charge. : 

Geo. Connaily is also a youthful fellow. 
He is generally known as ‘‘Sharper’’ Con- 
nally, and is by occupation a bartender. 

Joe Denman isa young, large, handsome 
looking fellow.

The three last named deny the truth of 
O'Shield’s story. Chief Allen has done a 
good piece of work if the story secures a 
conviction.

The 241-Hour System. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

Asalready stated inthe Sun, the associated rail- 
waysof Virginiaand the Carolinas have adopted 
the 24-hoursystem for computing time asis shown 
by their schedules. .The Atlantic coast line and 
the Virginia Midland or Richmond and Dauvilie 
route are included in this, and theirtables of time 
from New England to Florida, ana by the Southern 
Pacific to Califorria areca!culated on the day of 
24 hours, commencisg with midnight. 
A passenger leaves Boston by one 
of the Southern eXpress trains at 22:30 
o'clock, leaves Baltimore at 21, Alexandria at 23 05, 
and he finds his whole trip southward scheduled 
that way. The reasons assigned by the railways for 
this change are ‘‘thatitavoids the awkward and 
confusing division of the dav intotwo equal por 
tionsof twelve heurs each. The day begius at 
midnight, as under the common system, but there 
is no possibility of confusion between forenoon 
and afteruoon hours. The great advantage of this 
schem* in arailroad time table will be seen at 
once; 7 a.m. and7 p.m. are frequently misprint 
ed or misnuderstood, whileno oue will confound 
7 o'clock with 19 o’clock.’’ One p. m. be 
comes 13 o'clock, 7 p.m. ts 19 o’clock, and 1 
midnightis 24 o'clock. Any watch or clock can be 
adapted to the system by putting the extension of 
the hoursin a circle just inside of those already 
onthe face, The exterior numbers will then be 
consulted up to i2 o'clock noon, aad the interior 
ones for the remainder of the day. The ticket and 
statiou agents must keep posted in the 75th merid 
ian or local time used in their cities, and also in the 
24hour computation. Railroad people believe 
this newest departure will in theend commend 
itself for adoption by all the railways of the coun 
try.
